derstanding. 
A social service depart- 


ment which is. advantageously used 
by large employers of labor can do' 
much to establish this confidance. It 
'can'interpret to th<; corporalion the 
.Oesires nnd feelings of the .employee 
and tn the employee the policy of 


. the corporation. 
It can do more for 


.the worker, it can secure for him 
.improved working conditions and bet- 
ter wages. And it can secure for the 
-corporation the loyalty and coopera- 
tion among the employees 
which is 


so vital to the success of a.business 
enterprise of today. 


"The first year in any industry Is 


- going to be a hard one for tho so- 
. 'cial worker. They must win the con- 


fidence, of '.he employee, for they will 
at first naturally he suspicious of any 
one who is employed by the company 
.in their interest. They must also se- 
cure Ihe cooperation of the foreman, 
without which no good work can per- 
manently be done. 
I have used the 


word 'permanently' because I have 
known social workers to do things 
over the heads of foremen with cven- 
. tually disastrous results. . Thn het- 
,tcr type of foreman io usually op- 
pnscd tn the 
adoption of a 
social 


.program for the employees 
because 


he feels that no one is. or should be. 
more interested in their care and 
welfare than himself. 
The inefficient 


foreman is antagonistic because he 
fears that his Inefficiency' may be 


' brought to light. 
We are not inter- 


ested in him. and the better type of 
foreman is us-.ially won over in a 
'few months, or at the most in a 
year. 
By this time wo should he 


able to convince him that there are 
many ways in which we can be use- 
ful 
to 
him 
and 
valuable 
to 
his 


workers." 


wage has been an Important part of 
my. work ar.d I,want to Bay that too 
few presidents and vice presidents of 
cur great corporations 
realize 
that 


probably not nine times out of 10, 
where the average wage Is low (on 
piece work), the company Is only in- 
directly responsible.

the: rate is so low that a fair wage is 
impossible and indirectly responsible

workers fear to Increase their produc- 
tion because they think that they will 
be cut in wases if they do BO. Fre- 
quently, however, you will find that 
the average • wage In a. factory is low 
because the people are working Irreg- 
ularly, carelessly or Indifferently. 
It 


was my privilege to speak to the girls 
at the National Lamp association and 
to Impress upon them that the com- 
pany was going to play fair, and that 
it not only wished Its girls to make 
good wages but it required it. 
My 


work wag to sec that where the girls 
were at fault, the average wage was 
brought up hy their 
increased 
effi- 


ciency and where the corporation was 
paying too low a rate to spc-ak frankly 
to tho superintendent on the subject. 
I did this twice with the result that 
the rate of wages was Increased. 


"Tlie Installation of a library came 


about through tho suggestion of tho 
girls themselves and was evidently of 
a permanently beneficial value as they 
aro using the books 
at 
the 
present 


time. 
They financed this themselves, 


and I was only helpful to them In se- 
lecting the books. The care-of the sick 
falls naturally Into two parts: the pre- 
ventive or educational work, and the 
practical care of sick cases. It is pos- 
sible to do much in the prevention of 
epidemics 
through talks on hygiene, 


seeing that the people are kept in good 
physical condition 
and that 
they are 


taught to understand that good health 
means always greater efficiency.

cooperation with the District Nurses 
association and seeing that the doc- 
tors' bills were not excessive and that 
their instructions were followed.

WITH THE REGISTRATION—THE 
EVENING SCHOOL 


From the superintendent of the Vo- 


cational school,- Thomas 
A. Fisher, 


comes the statement that.Registration 
for the girls' school this year is far 
ahead of any previous 
registration, 


while in the boys' department there is 
a waiting list of about 15. XIr. Fisher 
Is much flattered with the Vesult of 
the registration and to the writer he 
said the students and parents are tak- 
ng more Interest in this branch of 
education that 'they did In the past. 


In the girls' department, which is be- 


ing conducted in the Morrill school in 
Common street, 120 girls are following 
the daily courses, which include house- 
work, millinery, dressmaking and cook- 
ing. A special class was instituted in 
this department for the graduates o£ 
the high school or those who have at 
tended that school for a year or two 
and this class is now composed of 
about 15 young women. 


The boys' department Is filled to its 


capacity and about 15 young men are 
awaiting an opportunity to enter the 
school and follow the courses. Partic- 
ular attention Is being paid to the ntw 
course Instituted this year, that of fac- 
tory maintenance, which is in charge 
of Carey C. Yi'aterman, 
formerly 
in 


charge of the Industrial department of 
the. slate infirmary in Tewksbury. 


Mr. Waterman is a very capable man 
in his line and the students are get- 
ting along finely with him. Mr. Fisher 
informed the writer today that an ele- 
mentary course 
in 
stationary engi- 


neering will be started at 
the school 


in the near future. 
Such a course was started 
at 
the 
school two or three years ago. but on 
account of lack of room it was given 
up after a few weeks. This year, how- 
ever, the course will be started in good 
shape and kept up. This will also be 
in charge of Mr. Waterman.

next week. Last year there wer» elev- 
en teachers in the girls' evening s>_hool.

Mr. Fisher wishes to make an appeal 


to bright young women who would Uke 
to follow the nay coursos to register at 
once.

For hours after the disaster firemen and police reserves from every station in New York sought bodies 


o£ victims who were caught yrhen the entire construction work of the new suhway in Seventh avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth streets, collapsed, following the premature, explosion of- a large blast 
of dynamite. 
The entire block caved in, and a trolley car crowded, with people on their way to work was 


dropped into the chasm formed by the collapse of the shoring' of the street. 
All along tho block between 


Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth streets the fronts of the buildings collapsed and fell into the cnve-in. 
To 


add to the terrors of the disaster a fire started underground where the car plunged through the street, nnd 
two alarms of fire summoned the apparatus. 
The work of rescue was promptly begun and .=cores of police- 


men rushed to the scene. 
The trolley car that fell through is said to have contained at least fifty pas- 


sengers, mostly shopgirls on their way to work. 
A cordon of police was thrown around the entire scene 


and more were hurried there to keep back the enormous crowds on their way to work.

HKI.D TWO INQUESTS 


U.'S. to Act on Request 


for Safe Conduct After 
Reply to Note 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 23.—Action by 


the American government on the re- 
quest of Dr. Constantln Dumba, Aus- 
tro-Hungarian ambassador here, that 
he be given safe conduct to Vienna, 
will bo taken, it became known 
offi- 


cially today, when the Vienna govern- 
ment has replied to the request that 
the diplomat be recalled. The ambas- 
sador's withdrawal was asked as a re- 
sult of a letter he wrote to his foreign 
minister, outlining plans for disturb- 
ances in American munition plants. A 
reply from Vienna is expected within 
a few dnys. 


In requesting safe conduct. Dr. Dum- 


ba notified the slate department that 
his government had recailcd him home 
on leave, adding that he planned 
to
